The Miami Township Board of Trustees met in reg@dassion on Tuesday, September 20,
2016 at 7:00 PM. Trustee Karl Schultz called theeting to order and led the Pledge of
Allegiance. The invocation was given by Mr. Tracir. Ferry called the roll. Attending
were Trustees Karl Schultz, Ken Tracy and Mary MgRNolff. Mr. Tracy made a motion to
approve the minutes of the August 8, 2016 workisasand the August 16, 2016 business

Correspondence: Mr. Ferry advised of three (3) liquor permit a@pations, all of which have
been approved as there were no objections.

The quotes ranged from $2,299 to $R, After researching the mowers the Fire
Department would like to purchase a Cub Cadet RZRH 42" riding mower purchased
locally through Clermont County Equipment at a austto exceed $2,399.00 with a three (3)
year limited warranty. The current mower wouldibted for internet auction on GovDeals.

By joining the HGAC
purchasing group they were able to realize a caginhgs on this project by being able to
secure the chassis and vehicle without having tmgpto bid. The Fire Department is
requesting permission to spend $168,500.00 orptittion of the project.

The five property owners around the cul-de-sac heyreed to be responsible for that light
with a lighting district. No one else on the stredll be assessed. Mr. Wright is

recommending the Board set Tuesday, October 1& 206:30 p.m. for these hearings.

Mr. Wright advised as a result of the purchase hef hew riding mower for the Fire
Department, the Fire Department is in possessianistellaneous surplus equipment that is
no longer necessary for their operation or is adisol They are requesting to dispose of this
equipment by internet auction.

The resolution provides fand defines three levels of snow
emergency, from cautious driving to road closur@ssnow emergency may be declared by
the Trustee Chairperson, or in the event the dsaunavailable, or if weather conditions
mandate a more immediate decision, the Township iAdtrator in consultation with the
Police, Service Director and Fire Chief, may dexlarsnow emergency. This resolution will
be published once a week for three consecutive svieethe newspaper and must be posted in
five conspicuous places for a period of thirty (3(3ys. Resolution 2016-64 has been
prepared for the Trustees consideration.

Mr. Tracy made a motion to adopt Resolution 2016a6#esolution designating authority
regarding the declaration of a Snow Emergency aizthion in the Township and dispensing
with a second reading and declaring an emergemognsied by Ms. Wolff with all voting
“AYE".

Mr. Braun explained that Ohio Revised Code Sechiori.11 allows the Board to authorize
the Township Administrator to incur financial oldigpns and make payments for those
obligations in an amount not to exceed $2,5000. Braun has prepared Resolution 2016-
65 increasing the spending authority of the Towmgkilministrator from $1,500 to $2,500.

Mr. Braun noted even though the Administrator Hees discretion to spend those funds, it
must be approved by our Fiscal Officer and the Bomeceives a report of all those

expenditures.
